Frustrated and aggravated by 
the worst case of local park 
vandalism fit his memory. 
Recreation & Parks 
Superintendent John W. 
Cioffredi Wednesday said that if 
the city doesn t hire a full time 
watchman for Main Street Park, 
tie'i] have no alternative but to 
institute a curfew there. 

A new park ordinance, which 
went into effect in late spring, 
empowers the retreat ion chief to 
establish a curfew. 

Cioffredi said he is extremely 
reluctant to dose the park, 
"because of the good people that 
use it." But. without a constant 
guard, he may have to use his 
prerogative. 

The aldermanic Police 
Committee will discuss the 
vandalism problem at its 4 p m. 
meeting Thursday and hiring a 
watchman will be mentioned 

Alderman Gilbert G, Godnlck, 
committee, chairman, walked 
slowly ifirough the park 
Wednesday inspecting the 
damage It hat was inflicted 
Sunday n&ht or early Monday 
morning 

Godnick held a large metal 
pipe found near some of the 
wreckage. Apparently the pipe 
was used to cause the 
destruction. 

The alderman found 11 park 
benches either partially mangled 
or totally destroyed Both wood 
and concrete was damaged. He 
found that it would take great 
strength to disconnect the wood 
slats of the bench seals with bare 
hands. 

Almost as many trees and 
shrubs were trampled. What 
once was a small maple tree 
stood completely stripped, wilh 
only three gaunt branches 
remaining. 

Globe lamps, the favorite 
target ior vandals, were missing 
throughout the park. A fire had 
been act under a trash basket. 
Litter was found scattered 
within the depths of bushes. 

Perhaps the only solution to 
the problem will be to hire a full 
time watchman for the summer, 
Godnick felt. 

His position was reinforced 
after he talked with Mrs. James 
C. Met, who has lived on Court 
Square for nine vears.

But, apparently because of the 
sub-Zero temperature, the 
whistle became stuck, and for 
several minutes the low tone 
hummed throughout the city. 

In some part* of Rutland, 
residents could hear also the 
shun hooking alert of the 
Rutland Town Fire Department 
alarm, an indication that 
firefighters immediately knew 
the poleniial severity of the 
blaze. 

Another nearly unprecedented 
indication was the call which 
went nut to ail city physicians, 
telling them to report to Rutland 
Hospital. 

The lire engulfed the Town 
Rouse in one taut as tic surge. 
Ope mingle the 104-year-old 
building was part of the Saturday 
night darkness. Then a shaft of 
Flame visible From most purls of 
the oily tore through the 
structure.

Hockey Makes Debut 
Saturday in the Barn 

Want to sec a little hockey, without traveling to Burlington, 
Middlebury, Hanover or Northfield? 

Well, take a Few minutes Saturday evening and jaunt down to 
the tee rink in the cattle auction barn at the Rutland 
Fairgrounds 

That night, at 7 p.m,, the "Canadiqns" of the Rutland 
Amateur Hockey Association will host the Randolph Fee wee 
team for the first inter-town game ever in the city. 

The Canadiens are one of four teams in the M2 age group in 
the RAHA system. Each of the other teams will play outside 
games before the season is over. 

The junior hockey program is in its second year. But now it's 
a joint operation between the Rutland Recreation Department, 
the Rutland County Agricultural Society. RAHA and many 
private citizens. 

This year. RAHA was formed as a non-profit organ iza I ion 
dedicated to giving Rutland kids the opportunity to play 
hockey. Originally,, former Middlebury College plover Chris 
Webber Jr founded the program, 

Now. Webber says all he does is coordinate the paperwork 
For the fledgling program Bob Dikeman, a city sports 
enthusiast who seems to dislike any personal recognition, 
represents the parental point of view on the three man board o! 
directors and Walt Findcisqn. the last trustee, has been in 
charge of the actual instruction of the kids 

Rjght now, 90 hoys skqte in two age groups; 7-and^vear olds 
and the M2 group The facility, built completely by local 
peopde. has been outgrown by the program within one year 
afteq its conception. 

The directors of last year formed RAHA this season with bv- 
laws that allow — among many other things — "youths" to 
play That, of course, means that girls — who most likely 
would be on a very even keel with boys for skating ability — 
will probably be able to participate in the program eventually. 

As mentioned, the rink Is alreadytposmall. RAHA irritated 
some area people by accepting only city youngsters this vear, 
but even then a waiting list resulted, 

Hopefully. RAHA will have an artificial rink within two 
years, Webber reports that the association does have tentative 
plans, but much work remains before details can be released 
We felt there were three alternatives. We could try for a 
bond issue on a community rink, We could iry to get a privately 
Operated rink. Or we could try to build our own rink," the 
young aspiring lawyer said. 

"If it's a community rink, there can arise problems of 
conflicting competing interests (skating clubs, free skating, 
hockey, etc. i. A private rink can cost tremendously For prime 
hours < thus kitjs would probably be limited to 4 a m. or such 
cheaper hours as they are in other towns 

"But we feel that the interests of the kids come first- Wc 
hope to have our own rink and develop our own program." 
concluded Webber. 

Hopefully, then, the program would incorporate all ages 
from five through high school. The rink would also be available 
for free skating at minimum costs to defray operating 

expenses.

The head of Vermont Catholic Charities Inc Monday 
wouldn't predict whether the organization's Board ot Directors 
would agree Tuesday to sell Meadow Street Playground to the 
City of Rutland. 

However, the Rev. Msgr. Paul Brosnehan of Burlington 
conceded that “some members don't want to sell it - period “ 

Tuesday's meeting of the I & directors is scheduled to begin a i 
2 p.m. in St Joseph s Child Center on North Avenue in 
Burlington. Meadow Street Playground is only one item on the 
agenda. 

Mayor William H. Foley, who initialed serious discussions on 
the purchase with Vermont Catholic Charities a [most a year 
□go, said Monday he will not attend the directors’ meeting’due 
to the apparent wishes of the board. 

The cbaritahle group has owned! ihe Meadow Street 
recreation facility for about Id years 11 was purchased from 
the Sisters of St Joseph, 

Although the public has always been able to use the baseball 
diamond and pieces of playground equipment at the facility, 
I he city has been reluctant to consider any further 
development until the property is municipally owned. 

Recreation L Parks Superintendent John W r . Cioffredi made 
this point in his fiscal (972 annuak report The Recreation & 
Parks Department operates an ice skating rink at the 
playground 

Separate property appraisals have been conducted at the site 
by feith the city and Verm wit Catholic Charities 

Although the city’s valuation turned out lo be several 
thousand dollars less than that of the church group, Foley isn’t 
too concerned about the differential. 

He noted that excluded in the appraisal done for the city 
were many square feel of land deemed too limited for 
recreational use because of an electric line’s right-of-way and 
an area near East Creek ta ken up w ilh sc wer facilllies. 

These facts were pointed out in a communication lo Vermont 
Catholic Charities, Foley noicd 

The mayor said he would bo willing to recommend to the 
Board of Aldermen that the city spend as much as $32,000 for 
the area, If the church group agrees to IMs Tuesday. Foley will 
probably put the matter on tile March s aldermanic agenda. 

Foley feels the land, if available, should be bought 
immediately - but not with federal revenue-sharing money. 
The needed funds should be taken from the city General Fund 
and charged to anticipated surplus, he said Monday. 

Using revenue-sharing money lo buy the land could 
jeopardize future development grants from the Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation, since revenue shoring money can't be 
used Tor any purpose where federal matching funds are also 
available, the mayor explained. 

About eight acres of land are at stake Vermont Catholic 
Charities is certain lo want to retain two or three additional 
acres for possible future expansion of the adjacent Loretto 
Home for the elderly.

The brook walkers, mostly high school students but also imewling some aldermen and other 
adults, removed litter ranging from bottles, cans, and old "throwaway" newspapers to parts from 
a car engine and a sign advertising a defunct brand of cigarettes. 

However, the biggest problem area was a few hundred feet east of the mouth of the stream, near 
the corner of Crescent Street and Cleveland Avenue. 

There, volunteers dismantled makeshift dams which had diverted Tenney's natural flow. Not 
. only small sticks and wood chips were removed but also huge railroad lies were tugged from the

A tight summer job market in the Rutland area appears in the offing, according to Thomas ' 
Quinn. Rutland office manager of the Vermont Department of Employment Security. 

A major supplier of summer help, the department bas daily contact with more than 300 area I 
employers. Usually. Quinn said Friday, it manages to fill 150 summer jobs. 

However, be said, only half of the summer jobs usually available have been ordered, At present, 
30-35 students have been placed in either manufacturing or service jobs and Lh positions are 
unfilled. 

Furthermore, only 32 persons, mainly college students, have applied for summer jobs. This again 
is half of the usual number 

Quinn said this development either means students are finding jobs on their own or that many 
high school students are waiting until graduation nest month to register. 

Two other wrinkles, meanwhile, have cropped up in the summer employment picture, Quinn 
said, and neither is going to please youthful job seekers. 

Cutbacks in the summer camp and resort business will mean fewer Jabs for those under 13, who 
arc usually unable to work in manufacturing jobs. At least three area summer camps will not etftn 
this year, Quinn said . 

Those seeking high-paying construction jobs may come tip empty-handed, Quinn sfid. 
Construction activity, usually at a high level in May and June, is at a standstill. In the past, 40 So 50 
students have filled construction jobs. 

But there are summer jobs to be had, a survey of four major area businesses indicates. 

General Electric, Co. the area's largest employer, plans to add 20 to 30 summer workers to its 
payroll, more than the firm has had in the past, said Richard Keller. GE personnel administrator. 
About half of that number will have worked summers for GE before, he said. 

Tampa*., Inc,, intends to employ 45 students this summer, according to John Phillips, plant | 
manager. Eight students are presently at work and half the jobs have been tilled, he said. 

Howc-Richardston Scale Co-, will employ eight persons for two weeks to take inventory as its f 
only summer employment program, said Jean Marsendorfer, plant manager 

About 36 summer employes are expected to be taken on at Carris Reels, Inc., the Rutland 
plywood Corp. and Kiltington Wood Products, according to Lou Nagy, a personnel manager for the 
HHfee firms. 

Another source of summer employment will be the Rutland Parks and Recreation Department, J 
which will have 40 to 45 youths working part-time in jobs ranging from lifeguard to t

John W. Cioffredi Thursday 
admitted he is considering 
euthanasia as a solution to 
problems at the old swimming 
pool. 

“The pool will be closed 
Monday, because we’re losing 
more water than we can take 
in,” stated Cioffredi. who has 
been struggling with the crippled 
facility since his appointment 13 
years ago. 

He pessimistically reported 
that the bottom of the pool will 
be caulked — a process that 
hasn’t worked out well in the 

past. 

/.OT that doesn’t work, we can 
try .other things — but I’m afraid 
we’ll have some hard decision to 
make.” he said, hinting at 
putting the pool away for keeps. 

Cioffredi said he’s only kept 
the 50-year-old relic open for the 
past two weeks because of 
extremely hot weather, which 
has now eased. 

The pool’s main drain is so 
•deteriorated.” Cioffredi said, 
that the water supply now has to 
be supplemented with a fire hose 

to keep the water level of .the 
pool reasonable.
